the remaining $5,000 could be recovered of 
the treasurer and his bondsmen by proper 
suit prosecuted to that end.

‘Louisville Street Railway 
Company Is Badly 
Tied Up. 


Louisville, Ky., November 15.—IlI or 
th® second time in seven months, 
Louisville is suffering from a street car 
strike, the 850 union employees of the 
Louisville Railway Company having 
walked out shortly after last midnight. 
The first day of the strike, however, 
was not marked by anything-approach- 
ing the disorder ,that attended the 
strike last April, and when the partial 
service furnished during the day was 
discontinued at nightfall, only twenty 
arrests had been made, virtually all of 
them for “disorderly conduct,” which | 
charges covered mainly the throwing 
of an occasional brick or jeering at the 
nonunion men. 

The company operates on a normal 
base between six and seven hundred 
cars. It was announced by the officials 
that when service was suspended this 
evening they had forty cars running. 
Only about a dozen cars were run dur- 
ing the morning, and only a few pas- 
sengers were carried during the day. 
The service was suspended at night- 
fall in order to give the police a rest, 
the entire force having been on duty 
over twenty-four hours. 

Five hundred strike breakers arrived 
during the day from Chicago and In- 
diahapolis, and two hundred more were 
expected to arrive tonight. Adding to 
these the two hundred nonunion em- 


pany officials claim they will 
row have almost a full force, and will 
give practically a normal service. The 
strikers claim to have won over a 
number of nonunion men during the 
day. <All talk of mediation or concilia- 
tion has been abandoned, 
fair is regarded as a finish fight by 
the public as well as by the strikers 
and company officials.

Forty-five youthful probationers. of 
ages ranging from 6 to ‘6 years, 
were dismissed by Judge Broyles yes- 
terday afternoon, upon the recommen. 


dation of Probation Officer Gloer. 
This was the largest number of proba- 
tioners dismissed at one time since the 
establishment of the probation system 
for dealing with youthful criminals, I 
April, 1904. 

According to the rules governing the 
probation system. when a boy is found 
guilty of any offense against the laws 
of the city he is placed on probation 
at the discretion of the recorder and 
is put under the care of Probation Of- 
ficer Gloer. 

The probationers have their cases 
left open, and if their conduct is good 
their cases are dismissed after a time 
running from six to twelve months.
